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First the farmers have a completely negative attitude towards the 
collectivization and second, those who should carry it out, fear 
of the eventual responsibility in the future, as the publlo 
opinion means that the war, which they expect very soon , will bring 
a final overthrow of the present system in CSR. *” 

Further hindrance in the fast collectivisation is the ladk of 
technical means, l.e. first of all lack of hoavy agriculture 
iua chines, mutual stables, agriculture buildings and qualified 
agriculture personnel* 

A badly led economizing was the cause of the present lack of 
bread and flour, as many times the oorn (which was often taken 
away from the farmers) was not stored properly end got rotten. 
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The process of collectivization in Slovakia, as veil as in 
Bohemia and * k oravia started at the begining of the year 1949* 
fill that time the Parsers* Collectives wore already in existence, 
but only in the form of SO called State-owned Farias, some of 
them were established already after 1945 through nationalization, 
of large church- or private agriculture estates, which oame 
over into the hands of the state. There were established some 
Ut-i te-owned forms in the border region, from the farms of the 
Sadete lie man s after their deportation to Germany. Mainly , w here 
the earth was not good enough for planting corn, there were 
established the State-owned Paras in the form of so called State- 
pasturing Collectives. 

There was only a small number of Farmers * Collectives on the 
whole territory of GSR at the hegiaing of 1949* Only in the 
second half Of that year the 'Czechoslovak Communist tarty 
started to foroa the farmers to begin with establishing of 
farmers' Collectives (Jednotne kiemedelske Eruzstvo-JZE, in Bo- 
hemia and itoraVial Jedbotne Rolnioke Eruzstvo-JRD, in Slo- 
vakia), 

JRE together with the State-owned Farms in Slovakia has. not 
owned ■ Mere than lffit Of the earth, in the autumn 1940. The 
farmers have a very negative attitude towards the JRL and arc 
ignoring the meetings and lectures, which JRi arrange, ho oailed 
••’patronages" result into a complete fiasco, (i atronngo - a factor 
or some another big undertaking accepts a oertain JR3D or Jkl 
under its protection, and is supporting it and helping itj for 
example it sends its members to help the JRE or dkt to accomplish 
the sal son-field works - so called worki ng brigades ato). For 
example on the occasion Of taking over the patronage of the dRE 
in Flavooky Sv. Mikulas, there were present at the meeting, which 
took part, more members of the patronage-assembly than members 
of that JRD. 

The problem of JZE and JRE was solved ax- the meeting of the 
neutral Consul ttec of the CzeohcdLovak Communist Party , where the 
general secretary of Czechoslovakian Communist. Party, Member of 
Parliament. Rudolf^ Slansky . anounoed openly new regulations lor 
building up of JZD and JRD. 
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Here were also defined the means which should he used in the fight against 
eohseqaenoes were the followings 

The farms of richer farmers are being continually searched and if there 
is found any corn which has not been registered , they are punished by 
very high fines. (The armed organs of SNB are also present at this 
searching). All labour and bigger agriculture machines were taken 
away from the individual farmers. They were forced to sell their best 
cattle. Further, unbearably high eontingents and taxes were perserlbed for 
them. (The individual farmers were deprived of all machines above 10 BP, 
all tractors, threshing-maohines ate.). 

°wing to the fact, that the labour offloe marked as sabotage every 
allotting of any labour to these farmers, they, having no workers, could 
not finish the neoessary sai son-field works. Therefore they were aooused 
that they sabotage the five -year- pi an, were persecuted by law, were given 
unbearably high fines ate. 

Because under such conditions the farmers could not keep th.t »r properties, 
they offered their famrms to the State-owned Farms. But these refused to 
aooept them as at that time they already had reached their persoribed 
acreage, whloh was fixed for them in the five-year-plan (i.e. to own 10 % 
of all the earth of the Czechoslovak territory). Such oases (even if there 
was only one in the village) were taken as a reason for establishing the 
JZD and JRD. 

The Ministry of Agriculture, in fact* has not allotted any feritlizers, 
agriculture machines or neoessary material of various kind to the individual 
farmers. Similar, the credits for the agriculture production were till 
that time granted only almost to the JZD. 

From the enclosed summary it oan be noticed, that in the year 1949 the 
Ministry of Agriculture was asked for a subsidy of Kos 242 , 126 . 012*50 
for the whole Slovakia. From the total amount the JRD should get 
Sos 1 95 1 961 . 881 . 10 , i.e. 80,902 and the individual farmers Kos 
46 , 164.4 131 ,4® » i.e. 19 « 102. 

The subsidy which the Ministry of Agriculture permitted was only! 

Kos 161,409.574,70. From this amount JRD got Kos 132 , 098 . 382 , 70 , whloh 
is 82,402 and the individual farmers Kos 29 , 311 * 192,00 which is 17 , 60 % 
of idle total amount. 

In the year 1950 the Ministry of Agrioulture was asked for a subsidy of 
Kos 936,110.119,25. The JRD shoud get Kos 926,304.396,2 5 which is 98 , 95 % 
of the total amount. The individual farmers should get Kos 9,805.723,-, 
i.e. 1,052 of the total amount. 

The permitted subs icy was Kos 646,097,196,-. JRD gpt Kos 637 ,348 . 356 # i.e. 
98 , 33 % of the total amount, the individual farmers got Kos 8,748,840,- ,i ,e. 
l&f% of the total amount. 

From this Ip is seen that during one year the g&bsidbs for the individual 
farmers were lowered from 19.102 to 1,672 of the total amount whloh was 
given for these purposes by the Ministry of Agriculture. 
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The situation of the individual fanners shows its stagnation 
already by the fact chat during one year 1949 the number of 
those who asked for tho credit lowered from 1784 to only 438# 
i.e. less than one fourth* 


This example shows how strongly and by what means the pressure 
on the individual farmers had been oarriod out in CSR . Still 
worse ia the situation of allotting agriculture machines, ferti- 
lisers and forage for cattle. 


According wo the mutual using the earth, horses and machines, 
the established collectives in C3R are divided into three 
basic types i 

First; lowest type - are those collectives which perform the 
mutual planting of oorn by keeping the boundaries of the separate 
fields. They are only organizing mutual field works, are using 
mutual o>lieotie*s- or private machines. The members keep their 
individual crop of their fields. 

Second; higher types - are those collectives whloh are organizing 
a mutual planting of oom after removing all boundaries between 
the separate fields. The crop ia being divided among the sepa- 
rate me-ubers according to the earth by whioh they parti oipato in 
the collective. 

Third; highest types - are suoh collectives where tho separate 
members gave all their earth to the collective far the mutual 
planting and where the crop is being divided according to the 
working capacity of the individual members without respecting 
how much earth this or that member gave to the collective. 


Until the end of 195° there were only few of the collectives of the 
third type on the territory of CSR, (Hot even 50) * Similar, also 
the collectives of the second type are not many. More popular 
there are alroady the collectives of the lowest type, but even so, 
in the main part of the villages they are only so called Prepa- 
ratory Commissions of CRD and JkL, till now. These commissions 
have existed one year in many places without performing any 
fustier activities - from two reasons; 
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
